Pittsburg, Joan, 30.-=EBdward nl John
Middle, awalting death in the county
Jodl for the murder of Thomas D, Kal-
ney, a grocer, of Mount Washingtor,
overpowered the guardys at 4 o'vlock
this morning and' escaped,

Warden Peter I, Eoffel has made o
report, in which he expresgea the be-
lief that his wife Is responsibile for the
furnishing of revolvers and saw to the
Biddles, which enabled them (o
cape, In her Infatuation for the hand-
some desperado, idward Biddle, it iz
tlleged that she has left her hnsband
ined her four children, and, it is sup-
paded, §s 1o meat
ers al woplnee agred upon.  Mrs, Soffel
witg the only person admitted to the
Jall sinee last Sunday., Yesterdey al-
ternoon  ghe  viglted the condemned
men In the warden's anbsence.  Last
evening, she retired at 9 o'clock. Sho
told her hushand that she was going
1o vigit o sister at MeDonald early
this moriing. Warden Sofiel wis in
the Joil untll aftor midnight, He went
to his room shortly helore 1 o'cloel.
When he awoke this morning he asked
for Mra, Soffel and was told that she
was absent. Later, when the detnils
of the esecape beeame known, he tole-
yhoned to MeDonald and was Informed
thut Mpe, Soffel was not there, The
warden immedintely made a confoesion
of hig suspiclons,

Shortly before 4 o'clock this morn-
Ing, ona of the Bidiles called to James
MeGeary, who hod charge of the out-
side gates, and asked fop some medl-
vine for oramps, Tle gaid he wanted
il In a hurry. as his brother was dan-
rerously siek.  AMeGeary hastened o
the eell, when John Bhldle  sprang
through the opening cut in the bors,
and, selzing him around the walst,
hurled  him over the peiling o the
stone flool' beneath, a distance of 8ix-
tean feet,

Bdward Biddle jolned his hrother
fmimediately. and both, with drawn re-
volvers, hureled to the first  floor,
where they met Guard Ievaolds and
ghot him,

Only three men
thivd was in one of the upper ranges,
The murderer ordered him down and
then put all three in dungeons, taking
nwny the keys of the jall. Prisoners
in the other cells who could not Intep-
Tere or give an alarm walched the es-
The Blddles went to the ward-
rabe,  where the guards leeep thely
clothing, and each nut on o4 new sult,
They then unlocked the outside gutes
and pussed out Into Ross wstreet.

Injured Men Will Recover.

The excape wWis ‘nt digdovered until
dnylight, when th@®rellef guards caome
on duly at 8 o'clock. The prisongers
told them where the nlght guards had
been put, and they soon released them,
The injured men probably will recover.

For several months preceding the
Kahney murder daring burglarlies were
of almost nightly occurrence.

“1 believe my wife furnished the
weapons to the Biddles and asslsted
them to eseape, This is an nwful thing,
but I wm only telling the whole trath,
My wife was not In bed when I was
awdkened this morning and I have not
geen her since, 8Bhe la gone—God only
I said I would lay every-

The Biddles at Cleveland.

Qleveland, Ohlo, Jan, 30 —Edward
and John Blddle, the men who escaped
from the Plttsbhurg juil to-doy, are well
known by the Cleveland pollee. They
are held responsible for o large nume-
ber of daring burginries in this clty.

Edward Biddle has sgerved In the
Ohlo penitentiary and at the Indiana
penitentiary, at Michigan Clty.

“There are severn) charges of burg-
lary and -larceny agalnst the men In
this clty,” sald Chlet of Pollee Corner
to=day. ‘They are also wanted at Erle,
Pa., and a number of other places, The
Biddle brothers are bud men. They are
probably the most daving hurglars that
are known In the professlon to-day, A
man's e is nothing Lo them and they
will toke long chanceg for small sums.

ON IMPORTANT FOINTS

According to the Commentators Ad-
miral Schley's Appeal Is Based on
Unimportant Incidents of the Case,

Washington, Jan, 230—~The “com=
ment't  of  Judge Advocate-General
Lemly and Bolleitor Hanna upon the
appeal of Admiral Schley, as submitted
to the president by Seeretury Long, is
legs than o thivrd a8 long as the appeal
Iteelf, a fact accounted for by the vom-
paratively few guotations  from the
court’s testhmony in the case of the
“comment.,”  The commentators begin
with the statement that Admiral
Schley and his counsel have shifted
their ground, They say the chief fopn-
tures of the case were “the retrograile
movement,'” “disobedlence of orders,”
“inaccurate and misieading ofMeial re-
porty,” “lfadlure to destroy vessels of
the enemy lying within  sight,” and
“injustice to o brother officer.” These
mutters are all grave., The tirst was
thut the finest nggregation of Amerl-
can naval vessels under one command
was, by Schley's divectlon, turned
about and headed for IKey West, more
than 500 miles distant, when within
28 miles ol Santlago, where the ene-
my's ships were. The second was that
Sehley deliberntely and knowingly dis-
obeyed the secretary's order overtulk-
ing him in his retrograde movement,
The third wus that Schley's reason, of«-
ficlally given, for the retrograde moves
ment and disobedience of orders, 1. o,
thiat the fiying squadron was short of
conl, was not true. The fourth was
that for three days some of the Spanish
ships lay within reach of the flyving
aquadron and no sufliclent effort was
made to destroy them. The iHth in-
volves the point of hosor, The com-
mentators suy:

Grave Matters Ignored.
The commentators charge that Ad-
miral Schley now fgnores all these
grave matters and bases his appeal
upon unimportant features of the cose

was not and, in the face of testimony,
could not have been any difference of
opinlon in the court.'

The commentators say they recog-
nlzed the fact that Admiral Schley de-
votes the greater part of his appeal to
the question of command, and conse-
auently gave that phase of the case
considerable space. They declare that
to  Investignte this question fairly,
both  Admiral  Schley and  Admlirval
Sampgon should be heard. They add:

“To determine an lmportant question
of thig nature, under such conditions,

It |s admltied that the precept
broad enough to have permlitted the
court te go Into this question, but it
I8 atated that the judge advocaty,
though expressing a willingness to ens=
ter upon It, did not conslder It propey
to do so0.
